A pproxim ately $30,000 in the new small size U. S. currency will 
ba ready for distribution by the three G ettysburg banks sometime 
W ednesday, according to announcements for the three banking insti­ 
tutions today. 
County banks will also receive their initial shipm ents of the new 
currency in tim e for distribution W ednesday, the date fixed by the 
United States treasury departm ent for introduction of the smaller 
paper money. 
It is not known how much money will be sent to each bank in 
th# county. 
Each bank filed its request for a certain amount, but it 
was intim ated by local bankers th a t all requests were decreased in 
order to furnish each bank with a portion of the new currency. 
It 
was also stated by local bankers th a t additional shipm ents would be 
received from time to time. 
The present size currency will remain in circulation until worn 
out. 
No old worn out bills will be replaced by the large money. 
As 
fast as the present bills are worn out they will be replaced by the 
sm aller size paper money.

be Called as a witness at th? pre­ 
liminary hearing for Dr. S. Cole 
Bowers, 45, a prominent physician 
of New Freedom, York county, who 
was arrested Monday on a charge 
of performing a criminal operation 
'on Mildred Frances Fuller, 26, of 
Raville, 
Maryland, whose 
death 
occurred 
at the 
West Side sani­ 
tarium, Sunday. 
The Gettysburg physician was 
called 
ii> by doctors 
at the West

sanitarium to confirm 
their 
diagnosis of the girl’s illness. The 
York doctors diagnosed her illness 
as pelvic peritonitis, following 
a 
(criminal operation, and the Gettys­ 
burg physician i.v reported to have 
confirmed that diagnosis. 
Furnishes $10,000 Hail 
Dr. Bowers, X ray expert, fur­ 
nished $10,000 bail for his appear­ 
ance at a hearing before Alderman 
Walter Fowen on July 25. 
A coroner’s jury, after hearing 
witnesses and having a deathbed 
statem ent of the Fuller girl read to 
them, named Dr. Bowers as re­ 
sponsible for her death. 
By her 
dying confession, the young woman 
accused the physician of perform­ 
ing the criminal operation, it 
is 
stated. 
Dr. Bowers is a married 
man 
with three children. The family is 
held in high respect by the citizens 
of New Freedom.

If this experience is repeated in 
1929 the high record of 1928 will 
stand for only one year.
